Background:

A police officer is allowed by statute to take custody of a motor vehicle and have it impounded
under the following circumstances:
» if thevehiclesdriver isarrested for certain offenses or taken into custody;
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*  when the officer finds the vehicle unattended upon a highway where the vehicleis an
obstruction to traffic or jeopardizes public safety;

* whenthevehicleis stolen;

* whenthevehicleisillegally parked; and

* upon adetermination that a person is operating the vehicle without avalid driver's
license.

Once avehicleisimpounded, the impounding tow truck operator is required to notify the
legal and registered owners of the vehicle. This notice must be sent by first-class mail within
24 hours of impoundment and must inform the owner of the identity of the person or agency
authorizing the impound. The notification must also include the name of the impounding tow
firm, its address, and telephone number.

Summary of Substitute Bill:

A police officer may impound a vehicle parked on a public street with registration that has
been expired for more than 45 days.

Substitute Bill Compared to Original Bill:

A police officer is alowed to impound a vehicle with an expired registration of more than 45
days, rather than 60.

Appropriation: None.
Fiscal Note: Available.

Effective Date of Substitute Bill: The bill takes effect 90 days after adjournment of session
inwhich bill is passed.

Staff Summary of Public Testimony:

(In support) Thisisa public safety bill. There are currently alot of parked cars on the streets,
and this bill would give people the ability to open up the streets by removing some of these
vehicles. Cities are aso spending agreat deal of money dealing with abandoned vehicles.
People will move cars around once the vehicle has been tagged in order to avoid towing. This
practice is common enough to have its own name -- auto-ranching.

Waiting until aregistration has been expired for 60 days before allowing it to be towed seems
reasonable, since it won't catch people who simply forgot about their registration for a short
period of time.
